LOS ANGELES -- As fans 
across the nation began prayer 
vigils this week for famed sin- 
ger Natalie Cole, who is 
reported “too ill” to handle her 
affairs, secrecy continues to

News of the 32 year-old 
Grammy award-winning sin- 
ger’s “illness” was met by 
shock and concern’ among 
scores of the singer's loyal fans 
and associates in the record 
industry. 

In a petition filed recently in 
Los Angeles Superior Court, 
her mother, Maria Cole, widow 
of the late Nat King Cole, asks 
that she be named conservator 


of the singer's person and es- 
tate, the latter reportedly 
valued at more than $300,000. 

The petition states that the 
singer has been “ill for the past 
few months” and is “unable to 
care for herself.” However, it 


does not give-the precise cause —

Consequently, it would 
appear that if a black is ever 
elected to a non-judiciary post 
statewide in Ohio, it will be 
under the Republican banner. 
And it is not because Republi- 
cans are more liberal than 
Democrats, but rather because 
they enjoy a stronger party 
discipline. 

A prime example of this con- 
clusion was reflected in the 
1972 statewide election when 
Lioyd O. Brown, a black Ohio 
Supreme Court Justice, was 
literally slaughtered at the 
polls by Democrats. Even 
though he was endorsed by the 
Democratic.Party machine, he 
was unseated-by his Repubii- 
can challenger 1,957,760 to 
996,574. At the same time, the 
other two Democratic candi- 
dates were defeating incum- 
bent Republican Supreme 
Court Justices by substantial 
majorities. 


It is very obvious that Brown 
was defeated because the 
Democratic party failed to hold 
its members in line. 

Another dramatic example is 
that black Democrats were sys- 
tematically blocked by party 
bosses who made the Legisla- 
ture off-limit for their black 
candidates until recent years.
